September 1967 to i^il 1966. 

b. USS TOPEKA (CL8«8| fipom PACOM to EUCOM August 1967 
to January 1968*

1967. JALVESTON will return to the Pacific, arriving in the 
Canal Zone on 6 Septsmber 1967. MSWPORT NEWS will arrive in 
the Pacific on 10 S«.tember 1987, en iraute to the Seventh 

li^tl^^ '**J-i?2J* *S?T®*« ^^^^ rsturns to the Atlantic on 
20 October 1967. Ships oamrksd fojp NATO as Category Alfa 
are required to be in th« aanea and rwuly for assignment within 
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«+8 hours. During the period of 10 September 1967 to 20 October 
1967, while NEWPORT NEWS and BOSTON are relieving each other 
and transiting the Pacific, the number of Category Alfa cruisers 
in the Atlantic /Mediterranean will be reduced from 5 to »», with 
a corresponding increase in Category Bravo cruisers from to 5. 
Notification to the NATO Defense Planning Committee and SACLANT 
of this temporary reduction of one Category Alfa cruiser and 
corresponding increase of one Category Bravo cruiser is required. 
The notification to NATO should incot<porata the possibility of 
additional temporary reductions of this nattire. 

3. e!§^The alternatives to reducing the Category Alfa cruisers 
from 5 to H are i 

a. Extending GALVESTON'S time away from home port from 
7 months to 8 « S months } or 

b. Returning BOSTON to the Atlantic on 10 September 1967, 
which reduces the number of heavy cruisers in the Seventh 
Fleet from 2 to 1 for a UO-day period (loss of gunfire- 
support days). 

Neither of these alternatives is recommended. 

ii^The Joint Chiefs of Staff further recommend that: 

a. The deployments in paragraph 2, above, be approved. 

b. The NATO Defense Planning Committee be notified of the 
temporary reduction of SACLAHT's Category Alfa cruiser force 
level. A draft message is contained in the Annex hereto.
